DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application is in response to the amendment filed on 1 1/23/2009. 

2. Claims 1 , 9-1 3, 1 5, 1 7, 20, 41 , 50, 53, 55, 57 have been amended. 

3. Claims 61-76 have been added. 

4. Claims 2-5, 21 -40, 42-45, and 61-98 have been canceled. 

5. Claims 1 , 6-20, 41 , 46-60, and 99-1 14 are pending for consideration. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

6. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 1 1/23/2009 
has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments, filed on 04/28/2009, with respect to claims 1 , 6-20, 41 
and 46-60 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1 , 6- 
20, 41 and 46-60 has been withdrawn.

Claim Objections 

8. The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .1 26 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claims 61-76 have been renumbered as claims 99-114. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 1 , 6-20, 41 , 46-60, and 99-114 are allowed. 

1 0. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As noted above, the Examiner agrees with the Applicant's arguments on pages 
11-13 of the Remarks filed on 04/28/2009, specifically that the prior art does not teach 
"an event-driven reference monitor simulator that operates at least partially at the kernel 
level and that can operate faster than an actual reference monitor". The Examiner was 
unable to find a teaching, suggestion, or motivation that would render the above 
limitation obvious. Claims 1 , 6-20, 41, 46-60, and 99-1 14 are, therefore, novel and 
unobvious.
